But 
meantime grave physical injuries arise 
directly from 
those very economic 


changes which have raised the economic 
condition of the great mass of the work- 
ers aud have probably reduced the quan- 
tity of purely economic poverty. Wheu 
we icficct that; the physical isj-orics of 
town life, attested by rates of mortality 
and impaired muscular activity, fall 
most heavily upon the poor, we shall
